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U.S. Battle 
Deaths Reach 
5-Year Low 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command reported today that 
19 Americans died in combat in 
'the Vietnam war last week. It 
was the lowest weekly toll in 
more than 5% years. 
The command said another 19 
American 
servicemen 
died 
from such nonhostile causes as 
accidents or illness, and 261 
Americans were wounded in ac­ 
tion,. 32 more than the week be­ 
fore. 
The battlefield death toll was 
the lowest since Oct. 17-23, 1965, 
when 14 Americans were re­ 
ported killed. 
The U.S. casualty report last 
Thursday listed 48 Americans 
killed, 229 wounded, and. 16 dead 
from nonhostile causes during 
the week of May 23-29. But 
more than half of the dead 
were killed in a rocket attack 
the week before. 
'The count last week reflected 
both a generally k>w level of 
fighting involving the 250,000 
American troops still in Viet­ 
nam and their decreasing com­ 
bat role. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported a slight decrease 
in casualties last week among 
government forces, 
with 419 
killed and 908 wounded, com­ 
pared with 452 killed and 1,171 
wounded a week earlier. 
Many of last week’s casu­ 
alties were believed suffered in 
the retreat from Snuol, in east­ 
ern. Cambodia. 
There was almost no change 
in the weekly claim of enemy 
casualties. 'The two .allied com­ 
mand said 1,875 North Vietnam­ 
ese and Viet Cong were killed 
last week, three less than the 
total claimed the week before. 
The weekly summaries raised 
the total casualties reported in 
the war to 45,250 Americans 
killed 
in 
combat, 
299,924 
wounded and 9,583 dead from 
nonhostile causes; 126,438 South 
Vietnamese troops killed and 
278,695 wounded, and 750,088 
enemy killed. 
Battlefields 
were 
generally 
quiet across Indochina Wednes­ 
day 
night 
and 
today. 
U.S. 
forces were involved, in so little 
action that the U.S. Command 
did not issue a morning battle­ 
field communique for the third 
successive day. 
The U.S. Embassy announced 
that 
Ambassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunker is returning to Wash­ 
ington Sunday for consultations 
on the possibility of speeding 
up the withdrawal of American 
troops from Vietnam. 
The 
embassy 
said 
Bunker 
would be gone for 10 days. Oth­ 
er informants said 'the rat* of 
troop 
withdrawals 
and 
the 
South Vietnamese presidential 
election Oct. 3 would be major 
topics discussed. 
Reports from Washington say 
that President Nixon and the 
Pentagon are considering step­ 
ping up the withdrawal plan to 
reduce the U.S. force in South 
Vietnam to 40,000 to 50,000 men 
by next June. The Washington. 
Post said the plan has the 
backing onf Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird and several 
other top officials. 
The present goal of the with­ 
drawal program is a force of 
184,000 men by Dec. 1, but Nix­ 
on is to announce a new pro­ 
gram in November. 
U.S. forces in Vietnam total­ 
ed 250,900 as of last Thursday, 
and the monthly reduction rate 
increased to nearly 20,000 men 
in May. U.S. spokesmen in­ 
dicated the rate would continue 
to 
fluctuate, 
and 
informed 
sources said the total force 
might be as low as 180,000 men 
by Dec. 1.

Sergeant Convicted Of 
Army Thefts, Kickbacks 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala. 
(AP) - M. Sgt. William Hig­ 
don, 41, a career soldier with 24 
years service, was convicted to­ 
day of accepting kickbacks and 
stealing funds 
while running 
Army clubs in Vietnam. 
The jury received the case 
Wednesday 
and 
returned Its 
verdict after deliberating about 
eight hours. 
'The jury of five officers will 
sentence the master sergeant 
after hearing arguments from 
the government and the de­ 
fense. 
The 
240-pound 
Higdon, 
of 
East Point, Ga., clad in a 
wrinkled khaki uniform, stood 
stiffly at attention as the ver­ 
dict was read by Maj. Millard 
Terry. Wichita, Kan., the senior 
member of the jury. 
Neither Higdon nor his law­ 
yer had any immediate com­ 
ment on the 'verdict. 
The Army had charged that 
he stole $7,200 in cigarette pro­ 
motion 
funds 
and 
pocketed 
more than $25,000 in kickbacks. 
He was convicted of the theft 
charge and one specification 
under the grat charge—that he 
took $723. 
The charges against Higdon 
stemmed 
from 
his 
one-year 
tour in 1968 as custodian-secre- 
tary of clubs for noncommis­ 
sioned 
officers 
and 
enlisted 
men at Long Binh, an Army 
post about 20 miles north of 
Saigon. 
As custodian-secretary, Hig­ 


don was responsible for the 
day-to-day 
operation 
of 
the 
clubs. 
He bought goods 
for 
them and awarded contracts 
for maintenance of equipment 
and construction of new build­ 
ings. 
A sales agent for Liggett and 
Myers Tobacco Co., testified 
for the government that he paid 
the clubs through Higdon $7,200 
in promotion funds. 'The money 
was to have gone into the 
club’s treasury, according to 
'the Army. 
The salesman, Glenn Faulks 
of Bangkok, testified that at the 
request of the sergeant, 
he 
made checks payable to George 
Schell, and gave them to Hig­ 
don. 
The defense suggested that 
the money was either stolen by 
Faulks for others—or was kick- 
backed, which made it not the 
property of the Army. 
Several checks made out to 
Georg Schell subsequently were 
deposited in the checking ac­ 
count of Maredem Ltd., whose 
dealings were examined last 
year .in. 'Cong.ression.ai hearings 
on graft and corruption in the 
Army’s worldwide club system. 
Higdon is 'the only soldier to 
be court-maráaled on charges 
arising from the congressional 
probe. 
He also is under indictment 
on federal conspiracy charges 
in Los Angeles with former Sgt. 
Maj. 
of 
the 
Army William 
Wooldridge and six others.

On Trade With Red China 


WASHINGTON- (AP) — The 
White House announced today a 
broad range of America-made 
products that may be sold to 
mainland China, including au­ 
tomobiles, 
some 
industrial 
equipment, and most consumer 
goods. 
Ending a. 21-year embargo on 
trade to the Communist coun­ 
try, President Nixon made pub­ 
lic the list of exports that U.S. 
industry may ship to Red China 
under a general license, mean­ 
ing the products can be shipped 
without further approval from 
the government. 
Nixon said the list includes 
most farm, fish and forestry 
products, 
tobacco, 
fertilizers, 
coal, selected chemicals, rub­ 
ber, textiles and some metals. 
In addition, he said, agricul­ 
tural, 
industrial 
and 
office 
equipment is included, as well 
as household appliances, elec­ 
trical apparatus in general in­ 
dustrial 
or 
commercial 
use, 
some electronic and commu­ 
nications equipment, and some 
automobile equipment and con­ 
sumer goods. 
Nixon also decided to sweep 


aside a requirement that Amer­ 
ican business must obtain gov­ 
ernment permission to export 
wheat, flour and other grains to 
China, Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union. 
The Chinese export list ap­ 
peared to parallel closely a 
similar list on exports to the 
Soviet Union, which has been in 
existence for some time. 
Nixon said products not listed 
on the general license list may 
be considered for specific li-

Realizing the tension in the 
rope was keeping Swope from 
getting lose, Toney finally was 
able to cut the rope. A few mo­ 
ments of free fall and Swope 
was free of the ladder and 
opened his parachute. 
Swope landed in a farm field 
near the Greencastle airport. 
The manager said when he 
reached the diver Swope ex­ 
claimed, “My God, I made it." 
He was hospitalized for treat­ 
ment of shock and for exami­ 
nation.

a three-acre hillside lot in the 
exclusive Bel-Air section. Near­ 
ing completion, it overlooks 
Santa Monica and downtown 
Los Angeles on one side and 
the San Fernando Valley on the 
other. 
Designing it posed a unique 
headache for architect David 
Rich and interior decorator 
“Corky” Korkowski, who ad­ 
mits the challenge was “monu­ 
mental.”

An automatic pay increase is 
in store for the next Hoosier 
Governor. The legislature revis­ 
ed salaries of elected state of­ 
ficials, and under the Constitu­ 
tion, Whitcomb’s raise could not 
take effect until next term. Most 
increases took effect July 1. 
The next Governor will receive 
$36,000, a rent free house with 
funds to maintain it, a leased 
chauffer driven limousine, and 
a “no-strings” $6,000 annual ex­ 
pense allowance. 
Last, but not least, it could 
lengthen your life span. Form­ 
er Governors really do live long­ 
er, it doesn’t just seem that 
way. Metropolitan Life Insur- 
tistical study on 856 Governors 
who entered office between 1901 
and the end of 1968. 
“Men who have attained the 
high office of Governor of a 
state live significantly longer 
than their contemporaries in the 
general population,” The report 
concludes.

Alabama, were not included in 
the study. 
The report continued: “The 
level of death rates experienc­ 
ed by the Governor’s was about 
the same as that of Representa­

former 
Governors 
were in their nineties when they 
died, with the oldest 99. India­ 
na and its neighboring states 
did not do as well on longivity 
of Governors as other areas, 
New York, New Jersey 
and 
Pennsylvania registered the low­ 
est mortality in the country for 
the group.

going direct the other way... in 
short, the period was so far 
like the present one...” 
Now, that was written 112 
years ago of the then present 
times. Doesn’t it sound like the 
present times as depicted over 
the radio, the T-V, and some 
of the press? Yes, in all but 
one phrase, I.E. “we are all 
going direct to heaven, we are 
all going direct the other way” 
would be altered to.”... “We are 
all going direct to hell.” 
The word “Hell” is no long­ 
er the exclusive property of the 
theologians and the Bible of the 
world. It has just become a 
handy four letter word used con­ 
stantly everywhere for all pur­ 
poses. 
It could be a crutch 
word, a grammatical monstro­ 
sity. Here are a few examples, 
gleaned from the authoritative 
“The American Language.” (19- 
A) 
(a) “Hell” as the equivalent 
of a negative adverb, or an in­ 
tensifier thereof, as in “the hell 
you say” and “Like hell I will.” 
(b) As a super-superlative, as 
in “Colder than hell.” 
(c) As an adverb of all work, 
as in “run like hell,” and “hate 
like bell ” 
(d) As an intensifier of ques­ 
tions, as in “what the hell?” and 
“who the hell?” 


e) As an intensifier of asser- 
vations, as in “hell, yes” 
(f) As an intensifier of quali­ 
ties, as in “a hell of a price.” 
(g) As an indicator of in­ 
tensified experience, as in “a 
hell of a time,” “get the hell 
out,” or “to play hell with.” 
(h) In a more or less literal 
sense, as in “Wouldn’t it be 
hell,” “go to hell,” “hell on 
wheels,” “hell to pay,” “like 
a snowball in hell, “till hell 
freezes over,” “to beat hell.” 
(i) As a synonym for uproar 
or turmoil, as in “to raise hell, 
“to give him hell.” 
(j) As a verb, as in “to hell 
around with.” 
(k) As an adjective, as in a 
hellish hurry,” “hell-bent.” 
(1) In combination with other 
nouns, as in "hell’s bells,” “hell 
and high water,” “Hell and Mar­ 
ia,” “hell-raiser,” “hell bender” 
or “hell to breakfast.” 
(m ) in derivities, as in “hell­ 
ion,” “hell cat,” “heller.” 
(n ) As a simple expletive, as 
in “Oh hell!” This is the most 
common use of “hell” and the 
most soul felt. With proper vari­ 
ations of voice, it may be made 
to express resignation, weari­ 
ness, 
boredom, 
exasperation, 
consternation, rage, and other 
emotions. 
Certainly, 
surprise, 
disappointment, alarm, and ev­ 
en disagreement. 
We have gone a hell of a long 
way from the subject we start­ 
ed with, and we close with the 
declamation that he who uses 
the word “hell” so promiscuous­ 
ly nowdavs either himself has 
a hell of a sparse vocabulary, 
or has a hell of a little regard 
for the intellectual status of his 
audiences.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
idea behind the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission’s

der that the networks give up 
one-half hour of prime viewing 
time each evening in 
major 
marketing areas starting next 
season was to stimulate local 
programming and production.

considerable 
production and even more sales 
activity. 


Recent surveys of stations af­ 
filiated with the three networks 
indicate 
that, 
three 
months 
away from the start of the new 
season, about a third of the sta­ 
tions in the 50 larger commu­ 
nities have not definitely set re­ 
placement 
show—or, 
if 
they 
have, they aren’t telling. 
Some stations will expand lo­ 
cal news programs into prime 
time, which officially starts at 
7:30 p.m. Others are expected 
to plug the hole with reruns. 
The regulation has stimulated 
great activity among indepen­ 
dent producers, hitherto pretty 
dependent 
on 
network 
sales. 
And 
some 
entertainers—Tom­ 
my Smothers, Lassie and Law­ 
rence Welk among them—sud­ 
denly are interested in what 
was once a TV stepchild—syn­ 
dication. That is a program 
sold to individual stations rath­ 
er than to a network. 
David Frost who already has 
a popular nightly talk show, 
will have a weekly half-hour 
“David Frost Revue.” Tom,my 
Smothers will produce and host 
a half-hour variety series. Law­ 
rence Welk’s company claims 
it has already lined up more 
than 150 stations for his syndi­ 
cated series. 
NBC’s plan to fill local prime 
time of the five stations it oper­ 
ates includes reruns of the Na­ 
tional Geographic series; “Wild 
Kingdom,” an NBC perennial 
now in syndication and “Las­ 
sie,” canceled by CBS at the 
end of this season. They also 
have picked up some action 
series: 
“Primus,” underwater 
adventure, and two private-eye 
series, “Monty Nash” and “Dr. 
Simon Locke.” NBC has outlets 
in New York, Washington, Chi­ 
cago, Cleveland and Los Angel­ 
es. 
CBS station—New York, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, St. Louis and 
Philadelphia—are booking pro­ 
grams 
individually. 
Among 
them are a circus series star­ 
ring Bert Parks; new short pro­ 
grams 
with 
the 
Golddiggers 
singing group; Johnny Mann’s 
“Stand Up and Cheer” musical 
series spun off a special this 
season; “Doctor in the House,” 
a spoof of medical shows, and 
“Jerry 
Visits 
,” 
with 
Lo» 
Angeles newscaster Jerry Dun- 
phy calling on some film or TV 
star each week. 
ABC’s plans are still largely 
in flux. It has stations in New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Los An­ 
geles and San Francisco. In 
two cities, there are plans to 
expand early local news shops, 
a network spokesman said. At 
least one station plans a local 
show with a local TV person­ 
ality.

Palmer, back in action after 
a three-week layoff, was talk­ 
ing about his pro-am round, a 
three-under-par 69 on the long, 
7,278-yard Quail Hollow Country 
Club course. 
“I bit 18 straight greens, one- 
putted three of them and two- 
putted the rest,” said Palmer, 
winner of two events this year 
and more than $106,000. 
“I didn’t have any three- 
putts,” he continued, “and 
that’s a very, very good accom­ 
plishment for me.” 
But the 41-year-old superstar, 
the game’s all-time' leading 
money winner and it’s greatest 
gate attraction, really wanted 
to talk about a practice round 
he had played the day before. 
“I was down at Hilton Head,” 
he said.

the tour and the site of the an­ 
nual Heritage Classic). “I par- 
red the first hole, then one-put- 
ted for a bogey six on the sec­ 
ond.“Then I had five threes in a 
row,” he said, with a coy little 
grin.

The marketing organi­ 
zations that cooperating farm­ 
ers sell through are to deduct 
five cents per head and it is 
mailed to the National Pork Pro­ 
ducers Association, 3101 Inger- 
soll Avenue, Des Moines, Iowa, 
Pork Producers check-off funds 
are accounted for on a monthly 
basis. 
The National Council divides 
all Indiana Contributions with 
one cent per head to the Na­ 
tional Livestock and Meat Board 
2.4 cents per head to the Na­ 
tional Pork Producers Council 
and 1.6 cents per head to the 
Indiana Pork Producers Associa­ 
tion. If market is already de­ 
ducting one cent per head for 
the National Livestock and Meat 
Board, producers have the op­ 
tion of mailing only the addition­ 
al 4 cents per head deduction to 
the National Pork Producers 
Council. 
If a county has an incorporat­ 
ed county Pork Producers or­ 
ganization, the state sends 
money back to the county. At 
the present time, Rush County 
has a swine committee but no 
incorporated group with govern­ 
ing by-laws, etc. 
The five cents deducted per 
head of hogs is used in one 
manner or form to advertise and 
promote the use of pork and for 
research projects related to 
swine producers. 
Blackberry Weather, Chiggers 
Blackberry weather probably 
has little to do with chiggers 
except recalling my childhood 
days when I picked blackberr­ 
ies. I always seemed to have 
chiggers and that is where the 
rub came to. I remember when 
I went blackberry or dewberry 
picking, I always dusted with 
sulphur. In any case, you can 
now use insect repellents con­ 
taining diethyl toluamide (Off) 
or ethyl hexanediol (“8-12)) or 
dimethyl phthalate. If the chem­ 
icals don’t get this little para­ 
site mite called the “chigger,” 
the names ought to do the job. 
If you want to spray chigger 
infested or suspected areas, you 
can treat with malathion which 
will control chiggers for a month 
or two. You can also use chlor- 
dane or toxa phene. For specific 
directions call for Mimeo E-34 
at the Extension Office or use 
according to directions on chem­ 
icals containers. 


Return to Organic Agriculture? 
We farmed that way almost 
entirely 75 years ago, but before 
we move in that direction some­ 
one will have to decide when 
fifty million people will go with­ 
out food and have to starve to 
death. The United States now 
has about 205 million Americans 
and without the use of a large 
input of chemicals and anfibio- 
tice into agriculture, 50 million 
people would simply not be able 
to be fed. 


Milk Analyzed for Pesticides 
Right along with the use of 
chemicals various agencies have 
been “riding herd’’ on agricul­ 
ture for some time to keep pro­ 
ducers aware of chemical use 
which has in turn been making 
producers keenly aware of fol­ 
lowing directions on the use of 
chemicals. During this past 
April, the State Board of Health 
found two milk samples that had 
the presence of pesticides and 
pplycholrinated liphenols. These 
two samples were from the 
same farm that were found posi­ 
tive in March; consequently, the 
milk from this iarm continues to 
be withheld from the market. 
This points out an expensive 
lesson.

Cereal leaf beetle egg counts 
are high in northern Indiana, 
say Purdue University extension 
entomologists. Heaviest concen­ 
trations have been found in La- 
Porte and St. Joseph counties. 
All oat producers north of U.S. 
Highway 30 should be on the 
lookout for populations requiring 
control measures. Fields aver­ 
aging more than one larvae per 
stem before the oats are six 
inches tall may need protection. 


western Indiana where one min­ 
imum tillage com field is rid­ 
dled with damage. In the Rush- 
Dee a tur county area, cutworms 
and flea beetles are in the corn 
field. 
Strawberry leaf feeders are 
also at work. The use of malath­ 
ion or sevin for control can be 
used according to directions. 
Strawberries are now ripening 
in the area. The Rush County 
Form Purdue Ag Club will be 
feasting on strawberries and ice 
cream at the Robert Connerly’s 
Sunday evening, June 13. 
Other miscellaneous insect 
problems over the county area 
and state are carpenter ants, 
bees, wasps, hornets, yellow- 
jackets and the Brown recluse 
spider. 
Plant Analysis Testing Service 
Purdue will again offer a plant 
analysis service in 1971. This 
will be the sixth season for the 
university to accept tissue for 
the twelve-element analysis. The 
res u its will be returned to the 
farmer on computer print-out 
forms along with interpretations 
and or recommendations as pre­ 
pared by the Purdue staff. 'The 
cost of the service is $7.00 per 
plant sample. Materials and in­ 
structions for collecting plant 
samples is available at the Ex­ 
tension Office. 
So, as the season progresses, 
don’t jump to hasty conclus­ 
ions that the fertilizer and or 
application didn’t get the job 
done or the weather is to blame 
or it’s a Southern Corn Leaf 
Blight problem. It might pay 
you to investigate to see what 
the plant is really getting from 
the soil. 
Study for Rec Development 
Recently the Extension Office 
received copies of a new forty- 
six page brochure from Joe 
Duke of Rush County Soil and 
Water Conservation District giv­ 
ing an appraisal of potentials for 
outdoor recreation development 
in Rush County. 
This study will only be effec­ 
tive if used. The study covers 
such things as potentials of va­ 
cation cabins, camp grounds, 
picnic and field sports areas, 
fishing waters, golf course, hunt­ 
ing areas, natural, scenic and 
historic areas, riding stables, 
shooting preserves, water sports 
area. Included is an inventory 
of existing recreation facilities 
and areas along with a general 
soils map. Overall, it is a real 
comprehensive piece of work. 
Many agencies, groups, and in­ 
dividuals contributed to this 
study. 
From time to time we will 
use excerpts from this study in 
giving certain findings. Here is 
the first excerpt: 
Inventory of Existing Water 
Areas (5 acres or more) 
1. Flat Rock River, length in. 
county, 24 miles. 
2. Big Blue River northwestern 
corner of county, 6 miles long. 
3. Wolf a 1 Pond (privately own­ 
ed), 20 acres. 
4. Little Blue River west cen­ 
tral part of county, 10 miles to 
length. 
5. Little Flat Rock River south­ 
eastern part of county, 10 miles 
in length. 
Potential Improvement sites 
This consists of two structures 
on Big Blue River that would 
give two bodies of water, one 
14 acres and the other 27 acres 
in size located in Ripley Town­ 
ship. This is presently in wood­ 
land type areas and would have 
a drainage area of some 16 
square miles. The other struc­ 
ture that could be placed in 
Union Township in the Flat Rock 
watershed area could cover 15 
acres in size and have a drain­ 
age area of 14.3 square miles.

Farmers Alerted 
For Army Worm War 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Indiana 
farmers should be looking for 
army worms in pastures, fence- 
rows, small grain fields. This 
is the word from David Matthew 
Purdue University extension en­ 
tomologist. 
Purdue entomologists have al­ 
ready found small army worms 
in extreme southwestern India­ 
na. The pests have severely 
damaged a field of minimum til­ 
lage corn in Posey county. 
The potential for an army- 
worm problem is the greatest 
in the last five years, says Matt­ 
hew. This because of general 
weather conditions favoring de­ 
velopment of the pest. Too the 
number of moths being caught 
in survey light traps is larger 
than usual. 
The small armyworms are 
greenish in color, smooth skin­ 
ned. and have darker stripes run­ 
ning the length of their bodies. 
They feed on plants belonging 
to the grass family, including 
corn and small grains. 'They are 
active at night and on cloudy 
days and hide beneath crop de­ 
bris at other times. After eat­ 
ing all food in a specific area 
they then "march” in great 
numbers searching for addition­ 
al food. Thus, the name, “army- 
worm." 
For control, Toxaphene can be 
sprayed on small grain crops. 
Carbaryl (Sevin) can be used 
on forage grasses, pastures and 
com. Do not use Toxaphene to 
grass pastures or hay crops. 
Carbaryl (Sevin) can not be 
used on small grains — wheat, 
oats, barley, and rye. 
Need for spraying is determin­ 
ed by the condition and number 
of larvae to infested fields, 
Matthew adds. For example, It 
takes about five healthy larvae, 
measuring three quarters of an 
inch or less in length, per foot 
of row to small grain fields to 
warrant spraying. Larvae that 
are diseased or parasitized do 
not require spraying. 
Farmers who are in doubt 
about whether or not to spray 
should talk with their Area Ex­ 
tension crops agent, Matthew 
advises. 


Purdue University extension 
agronomists recommend cutting 
alfalfa-orchardgrass every 90-35 
days. This improves the feeding 
value of the hay because the 
younger forage has more nutri­ 
tive value than older materials. 


Exercise caution when clean­ 
ing grain bins containing a great 
deal of dust or mouldy grain, 
warn Purdue University exten­ 
sion 
agricultural 
engineers. 
Wear a dust mask to prevent in­ 
halation of this material.

Plants For 
Shady Acres 


LAFAYETTE. Ind. — Indi- 
ana corn prices art expected 
to be near or slightly below 
late May quotations during the 
summer, according to Purdue 
University agricultural econo­ 
mists. 
A larger crop than last year 
is expected, but weather and 
blight uncertainties still cloud 
the late summer price picture, 
they note. 
Soybean prices are likely to 
average near late May levels 
at least until estimates of the 
1971 crop become available in 
early July. 
Harvest prices of wheat pro­ 
bably will average five to 10 
cents a bushel above the na­ 
tional loan rate of $1.25. 
The economists see hog prices 
in the $21-$22 range (No. 1 and 
2 barrows and gilts at Indiana­ 
polis) during early summer. 
However, fed cattle prices are 
expected to weaken slightly un­ 
der larger marketings. Choice 
steers at Chicago should con­ 
tinue at or slightly below $33 
per hundredweight going into 
summer. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - What 
should I plant to the shade? 
This thought annually perplexes 
many homeowners, especially 
when they desire flowering 
plants. 
-The most popular annual 
plants, such as zinnia, marigold, 
and petunia, do better in full 
sunlight. However there are sev­ 
eral annual flowers which are 
ideal for shady locations, points 
out John A. Wott, Purdue Uni­ 
versity extension home environ­ 
ment horticulturist In fact, they 
usually don’t tolerate full sun. 
Here are a few suggestions: 
Belsam or Impatiens grows 
10 to 18 inches taE. Flower 
colors range from white, pink, 
red, and oranga. An ideal shade 
plant, the flowers sometimes 
are hidden among the green 
foEage. 
Fibrous rooted begonias are 
attractive throughout the entire 
summer. Many types have 
bronze leaves which contrast 
with the flower*. Flower colors 
range from white, pink, car­ 
mine and red. 
A lesser known annual is Lo­ 
belia ertous. It grows only four 
to six inches taE. Flowers are 
variations of blue and white. 
Some varieties also have bronze 
leaves. 
Another lesser known plant 
Is BrowalHa. It grows 12 to 18 
inches taE and also produces 
flowers in blue and white. In 
shade, it produces masses of 
flowers almost aU summer. 
Foliage variations available in 
coleus make it a perpetual fav­ 
orite. The mixture of patterns 
to the green, red, pink, and 
white tones offer many color 
combinations. 
One secret of growing roses 
is to spray or dust them re­ 
gularly to prevent disease and 
insect damage, remind Purdue 
University extension entomolo­ 
gists. Use one of the prepara­ 
tions on the package. 
Mow bluagrass lawns at a 
two-inch height, urge Purdue 
University extension agrono­ 
mists. Gose mowing weakens 
bluegrass. 


mimimum of one acre be shell­ 
ed from a field of 10 or more 
continuous acres of corn or soy­ 
beans. This does not mean, how­ 
ever, that the corn must be 
shelled in the field, Mr. Berry 
explained. It may be picked and 
shelled at the elevator. 
Another major change deals 
with procedures for verifying 
yields.

Boost Growth 
With Proper 
Fertilization 
LAFAYETTE, Ind.-A single 
annual fertilizer application on 
Indiana pastures will not bring 
top production from the stand­ 
point of yield, quality and stand 
maintenance. 
This is the view of Purdue Un­ 
iversity extension agronomist 
Cliff Spies, who says the most 
practical fertilization program 
generally will call for two ap­ 
plications yearly. 
Spies suggests the first step 
in a pasture fertilization pro­ 
gram shouifl be a soil test. This 
will show how much limestone 
to apply (pasture land is more 
likely to be acid than corn or 
soybean ground) as we'll as the 
needed fertilizer ingredients. 
Once the soU test results have 
been studied, the agronomist re­ 
commends fertilizer applications 
in early June and early Septem­ 
ber. For a primarily grass pas­ 
ture, the early June application 
can be nitrogen only. The early 
September application should in­ 
clude nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium. 
On pastures in. which grasses 
and legumes are evenly balanc­ 
ed Spies recommends applying 
one-half the total annual rate of 
each nutrient at each fertiliza­ 
tion. Or, the split application 
could be one-third in late spring 
and the remaining two-thirds 
around County Fair time. 
By fertilizing on the basis of 
a soil test and using one of the 
split application programs, Indi­ 
ana farmers can boost summer 
pasture growth with a resulting 
increase in beef gains or higher 
milk production, the agronomist 
points out. 


Now is a good time to instaU 
and or repair livestock back- 
rubbers so they will be ready 
for the fly season, point out Pur­ 
due University extension entom­ 
ologists. Insecticides for back 
rubber use can be purchased as 
emulsifiable concentrates and 
diluted with mineral oil, or most 
can be bought in a ready-to-use 
form.

Farmers: 
Watch For 
Corn Borers 
LAFAYETTE, Ind.—Farmers 
who planted their corn early 
should be on the alert for Euro­ 
pean Corn Borer infestations. 
Roger Huber, Purdue Univer­ 
sity 
research 
entomologist, 
points out that when corn Is 
planted early a situation is es­ 
tablished for a potential Corn 
Borer outbreak. The last heavy 
infestation occurred in Indiana 
in 1968 when similar amounts 
of corn were planted early. 
However, moisture shortages 
also have an adverse effect on 
Corn Borer development. Over­ 
wintering corn borers need wat­ 
er to drink and a moisture de­ 
ficiency delays their develop­ 
ment. 
The adult moths begin to em­ 
erge in early June. Farmers 
with early planted corn should 
check fence rows, drainage ways 
and roadsides adjacent to the 
fields for these yellowish, tan 
adult moths. During the day the 
moths fly from these grassy ar- 


Brown tips showing on oats in 
Indiana are the result of cold 
weather injury and Halo blight, 
a seed-borne bacterial disease of 
the grain, say Purdue Univer­ 
sity extension plant pathologists. 
With the return of good weath­ 
er the blight will clear up with­ 
out severe damage to the crop. 
Halo blight can be1 controlled 
only by seed treatment and 
it is too late for that, the specia­ 
lists point out. 


eas if disturbed. If moths are 
found in these areas, then check 
the corn plants for eggs, which 
are found in the underside of the 
corn plant leaves near the stalk. 
The eggs are flat, creamy white 
in color and overlap like shing­ 
les.Twenty-five egg masses per 
100 plants wiE warrant close 
watching of the field for small 
“shot holes” in the whorl and 
on the upper leaves when the 
small larvae hatch. 
As a general rule, says Hu­ 
ber, 75 per cent feeding dam­ 
age warrants control measures.

mies through loans and other 
construction aids.

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Popular Classes Of Roses 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Many 
homeowners are annually con­ 
fused by the different types of 
roses. To help set the records 
straight, John A. Wott, Purdue 
University extension home en­ 
vironment horticulturist, offers 
this information on the four 
popular classes: 
Hybrid Teas—These are the 
large, classically formed, ele­ 
gantly petalled, and exquisitely 
colored roses considered the ar­ 
istocrats of flower world. Usual­ 
ly found individually on a long, 
sturdy stem., the hybrid tea is 
excellent for cutting and exhibi­ 
tion and possesses a heavenly 
fragrance. 
Floribundas — This popular 
class is superb for landscaping. 
Easy to grow, floribundas pro­ 
duce a smaller bloom with 
flowers in bouquet-like clusters 
over the plant. Relatively low 
growing, they can give a mass 
color effect. 


Grandifloras — First intro­ 
duced in 1954 by All-America 
Rose Selections, this class has 
steadily grown in popularity, 
It combines the best attributes 
of the hybrid teas and flori­ 
bunda into a taller growing 
plant. This plant produces 
small clusters of medium to 
large size flowers on long stems, 
together with some stems bear­ 
ing individual blooms, all very 
suitable for cutting. 
Climbing Roses — Most wide­ 
ly recognized of this group are 
the ramblers and the large flow­ 
ered climbers. Rambler are 
characterized by supple canes 
and small flowers, two inches 
or less, borne in dense clusters. 
Large flowered climbers typi­ 
cally have larger, stiffen canes 
and flowers more than two 
inches in diameter, usually 
borne in loose, open clusters.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Always 
a home garden favorite, sweet 
corn thrives best in deep, na­ 
turally rich, easily worked soil. 
Most Hoosiers who plant 
sweet corn do so in late April 
or in May. But it is still not 
too late to plant if you act now. 
In fact, some sweet corn grad- 
eners space their plantings so 
only part of their crop matures 
at one time. 
If you would like more infor­ 
mation about varieties, plant­ 
ing, fertilizing, cultivation, dis­ 
ease or harvesting, stop at your 
county Extension Office and 
ask for Indiana Cooperative Ex­ 
tension Service publication, HO- 
98, “Growing Sweet Corn."

The daughter 
of Pat 
and 
Richard Nixon was a little girl 
who joined the chiirch Scout 
troop, 
adored 
a 
tabby 
cat 
named Donna and was ada­ 
m ant about not parting with a 
*t>ig turtle skin pillaged from a 
Florida beach. 
“ The Nixons tried to keep her 
out of the bright glare to the 
point of once refusing to sub­ 
scribe to a major Washington 
newspaper. Its biting critical 
cartoons, they felt, were not fit 
for their two young daughters 
eyes. 
But for children 
such 
as 
Tricia and her sister Julie, 
there was no protection from 
worldly realities. 
At six, Tricia stayed up to 
watch television as her father 
was nominated for vice presi­ 
dent in Chicago. She named the 
family’s black and white cocker 
spaniel “Checkers” and it be­ 
came a household word in. that 
1952 campaign. 
Her debut as a politician’s 
daughter was made at the 1960 
Republican 
convention 
when 
she was still in her teens. 
She remembers “the saddest 
day of my life,”—the day her 
father conceded defeat to John 
F, Kennedy in that I960 presi­ 
dential race. President Nixon 
recalls that his then 14-year-old 
daughter cried uncontrollably. 
Eut nowr Tricia is 25, a blue­ 
eyed blonde with a delicate, 
fragile beauty. The years have 
molded her into a public per­

She is 5-foot-3, weighs only 95

Senate’s Draft 
Call Limit Seen 
As Safe Number

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has approved the first 
congressional 
limit 
on 
draft 
calls In 30 years—hut put it 
safely above the number likely 
to be inducted, 
The 67-11 vote Wednesday set 
the ceiling for the year starting 
July 1 at 130,000 men with the 
call up for fiscal 1973 limited to 
140,000. 
The Pentagon has estimated 
the draft for the next fiscal 
year at 114,000. 
The action Wednesday, along 
with approval of two amend­ 
ments dealing with drug addic­ 
tion in the military cleared the 
way for today’s start 
of a 


weeks debate on U.S. Indochina 
policy. 
A 
vote - is 
scheduled 
next 
Wednesday on the M e Govern - 
Hatfield amendment to cut off 
funds for U.S. operations .in. In­ 
dochina by Dec. 31. 
Indications are it will lose by 
a margin similar to last year’s 
55-39 vote. 
The Senate Armed Services 
Committee had voted to place a 
150,800' annual ceiling on draft 
calls over the next two years 
but allowing the President, to 
exceed the number by declar­ 
ing “urgent national security 
reasons’ required it.” 
But Armed Services Chair­ 
man John C. Stennis, who spon­ 
sored the provision in the com­ 
mittee, agreed Wednesday to 
reduce the numbers and take 
out the escape clause, saying 
changed conditions have made 
it unnecessary. 
After the ceilings were set 
the Senate approved 78 to 4 an 


amendment by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Jttass., to require 
congressional authorization for 
inductions over the ceiling. 
The Senate then rejected 54 
to 25 a proposal by Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, to lower draft 
calls to 100,000' next year and 
60,000 the following year. 
The debate on the McGovern- 
Hatfield amendment comes at 
the end of a week of lobbying 
on its behalf by lawyers, busi­ 
nessmen, labor leaders, church 
officials and. others. 
T h e 
McGovern-Hatfield 
forces also have launched a 
series of radio commercials de­ 
signed to generate mail from 
constituents of doubtful sena­ 
tors. 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, a McGovern-Hatfield 
supporter, said last week he 
doubts the lobbying and other 
pressure 
will be 
much help 
since everyone’s mind is al­ 
ready made up on the issue.

However, during major exhi­ 
bitions admission to the insti­ 
tute’s galleries reverts to' the 
entrance fee of $1.50.
